TO MOULD STUDENT OPINION 
INTO A NATIONAL INFLUENCE 
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To Monid Student Opinion Into a 
National Influence 

The second post-war convention 
of : the National Federation of Can- 
adfan University Students will be 
taking place in Toronto In the com- 
ing Christmas holidays, and it is 
hoped that the McGill Cbmmlltce 
will play an important part. We 
feel that every student should 
pause for Just a moment before 
passing on to the page-four jokes, 
to read this articl cand realize JusI 
all , the possibilities (hat this Con- 
vention does 'entail. 

'N.F.C.U.S. was once one of the 
most important Institutions. Nearly 
air of the present Important Inter- 
University functions find their 
origin in its activities, such as the 
Cdjiadlan University Press, Inter- 
collegiate Debating Schedules, etc 
"Ttie name, and achievements of 
NJ.C.U.S. were as well known to 
undergraduates as are the present 
qiiéstlons . of vets' elections aiid 
Dalhousle. tennis teams. 
. ,A1I this has now been largely 
forgotten, as N.F,C.U,S. was inac- 
tive through all the war years. Yet 
NJ.C.U.S. has been revived for 
ov^r a year now, and there' ^ little 
■reason why it should not soon re- 
.gain its former prestige. 
'A moment's reflection will point 
out the number and urgency of 
the .student qucillons which should 
be handled on a dominion-wldr 
scale. Student problem?, pnrtlcu 
larly In such fields as employment 
and housing, are now issues of na 
tional importance. Hie mainten- 
•nce of International peace de' 



pends largely on an extended pro 
gramme of cultural exchange and 
a large number of international 
student exchange scholarships, in 
eluding rcslltution of student rates 
of travel (started, incidentall^^, by 
NJ.C.U.S.). There is need for in 
vestigation of our present-day stu 
dent government and educational 
techniques, so that they can be re 
vised to fit modern problems. The 
N.P.C.U.S. Committee Panels at 
McGill are studying all of these 
questions at the present time, and 
will present reports for discussion 
at the National Conference. 

What is still needed is that the 
ordinary student realizes his own 
importance in these issues, and that 
N.F.C.U.S.'s responsibility is in 
large senke his own. For N.P.C.U.; 
is already . tackling .vproblems 
major importance to' students. What 
delegates will accomplish at Tor 
onto may easily bo as important 
the achievements of the old- N. 
C.V.S. long before the war. 

One large factor affecting the 
success of the conference has not 
yet been solved, however. This 
the large popular student support 
behind .N.F.CU,S. ; which is neces 
sary for Its decisions to carry 
weight. 

N.F,C.U,S. itself is. -probably 
largely at fault. It has tended to 
seem a ratiier ccndemlc instltu 
tion, incapable of moulding studen 
opinion into n national influence 
At last N.F.C.U.S. Is going ahead, 
however, and Its only major re 
malnlng problem is to regain stu

J. Macdonnell 

Guest Speaker 
At P C. Club 



"Progressive Conservatives on 
the March," is the topic of an ad- 
dress by J. M. Macdonnell, M.C., 
K.C., M.P., who participated in both 
the successful Portage and Parkdale 
by-elections, at an open meeting 
of ■ the Progressive Conservative 
Club in the Union Ball Room this 
afternoon at 4.30. , 

Mr. Macdonnell, who Is the fin- 
ancial . critic for his party' in the 
House -of ^Xonimoni , was . elected 
President of the National Progres- 
sive Conservative Association last 
March. He was one of the leaders 
in the rejuvenation of the Progres- 
sive Conservative Party at the Win- 
nipeg conveniion in 1942. A gradu- 
ate of Queen's iUiiiversity, he was 
also 'the Rhodes' scholar for Ontario 
in 1005. Called to the Bar of On- 
tario in 1911, he left his law prac- 
tice to go overseas and had a very 
distinguished record during the 
First World War, in which he 
served as an artilleryman, being 
awarded the Military Cross and the 
Croix, de Guerre for gallantry. 

Mr. Macdonnell has malnttalned 
an Interest In university activivtics 
and served as Dominion representa- 
tive on the ' Rhodes Scholarship 
Committee for many years,, and al- 
so as Chairman of the ' Board of 
Governors of his old alina mater, 
Queen's University. 

Forsoking an active and very sue 
cessful business career to devote 
his full time to public service, he 
entered the House of Commons af- 
ter the General Election of 1945, 
when he was elected for Muskoka, 
Ontario, a seat formerly held by thé 
Liberals, He has quickly assumed 
a position as one of the leading 
members of the House, and is 
recognized by many as the counter- 



part- of J. L. Ilslèy, the, present 



Chairman Trivett, of the ,Rlnk 
Auditorium Campaign, in answer 
to queries regarding the methods 
followed by Queens University and 
U.B.C. in acquiring funds, has 
pointed out that students at McGill 
start out with very definite advan- 
tages. Whereas the McGill Gradu 
ates are providing the bulk of the 
money, the major burden in the 
caseiot Queens and U.B.C.' had to 
be borne by the undergraduates 
themselves. 

At Queens, the Chairman of the 
Athletics Board raised roughly 
$100,000 by private subscription 
fi'om' a few wealthy graduates. The 
University provided the site plus 
an allowance of $50,000 for the old 
gymnasium. The student body dc 
cided uanimousiy to commit the 
students of Queens to a payment 
of 17.00 each year until the ultimate 
construction cost of $350,0000 was 
raised. 

With respect to the current U.B.C 
War Memorial Campaign, an ap 
proximate figure of $70,000 has been 
widely used. Actually, the student 
contribution will end up by being 
very much more than that. Alumni 
support proved difficult to organize 
initially and Government support 
was nominal only. ' 

Besides staging a Fall Ball ($4,500 
net) and the recent Western Cam- 
pus Beauty Queen Contest Dance 
($3,000 net), the U.B.C. students 
voted to -increase their fees by 
$5,00 per head— for an indefinite 
length of time. The present enrol 
ment being approximately 8,000, of 
whom 900 being graduates do not 
pay Alma Mater fees, this year 
alone will involve a contribution 
of $40,000 from this source. 

"The share in McGlll's Rlnk- 
Audltorlum being requested of Mc- 
Gill students, though on a smaller 
scale, is every bit as . important, 
particularly at this stage in the 
Campaign," it has been stated. 

With an overall total of $570,000 
already realized, otir $10,000 objec- 
tive plus 100 per cent participation 
will be' largely' instrumental In

Dr. James, speaking to members 
of the Rotary Club of Montreal 
yesterday, said that the educational 
portion of the demobilization and 
rehabilitation program of the Can 
adlan Government constitutes the 
greatest educational experiment 
anywhere on the face of the 
earth. 

The program, in which McGill is 
playing an outstanding part, has 
been copied in part by the United 
Klhgdom and. the United States, 
Dr. James said, but it was "pecU' 
liarly Canadian and peculiarly Mc 
Gill" McGill graduates played 
leading role in its concepton and 
Implementation. -. Canada, he said 
warvthe^flrst country to provide 
that 100 per cent, of all veterans, 
except In the faculties of medicine, 
who wished to go to college would 
have the opportunity to do so. 

Dr. James said that one of the 
features that gave rhost satisfaction 
at McGill was tiiat some 4,000 vet- 
erans had been taken on without 
any curtailment of ordinary stu 
dents, whose ntimbers have also In 
creased over prewar reRistrntlon. 
Stuff had -incrcnscd at .McGill, but 
not by any means in proportion to 
the student body, and the demand 
made on the time and ability of the 
teaching staff was very heavy in- 
deed. . •

An informed and eniiglitencd electorate is one 
of tlic prime requisites for tlie proper function- 
ing of our,c)^isUng démocratie processes and yet 
past elections oh this oampus have demonstrated 
that at times the undergraduate body possesses 
an almost abysmal lack of knowledge about what 
and for whom it is voting. 

During the period of the next few weeks, .ev- 
eryone will be afforded tho opportunity of be- 
coming acquainted with the candidates who have 
been nominated for the Students' Executive 
Council, the governing body in all matters per- 
taining to student government. Despite the im- 
portance of this group, it is almost safe to say, 
unfortunately, that not more than half the un- 
dergraduates will utilire their election privileges 
and cast their ballots. 

Admittedly, with one out of ever}' two voting, 
a statistically sound random sample of the de- 
sires of the student body as a whole may be ob- 
tained but this cannot be offered as an excuse 
for wanton laziness and neglect on the part of 
the other half of those attending college, the so- 
called "leaders of tomorrow." 

Far too often, many have attempted to justify 
their actions by claiming that tliey didn't know 
who was running or the candidates' platforms. 
The pre-election period this year will remove 
the very loose foundations to this feeble argu- 
ment, since adequate publicity will enable each 
and every studcnt-to find out just who each can- 
didate for the Council is and what they repre- 
sent. 

Certain criteria form a fairly adequate guide 
concerning the potentialities of the nominees. 
Previous activities on the campus are often ade- 
quate measures of worth, but should not be con- 
sidered the sole guide in determining the vote. 
The platform which each candidate stands pledg- 
ed to carry out is of importance and should in- 
dicate whether or not the vote-aeckcr has suffic- 
ient insight into the real problems of student 
government. 

Above all else, every attempt should be made 
to avoid being stampeded into voting against one 
of those running because the candidate supjjoscd- 
ly represents some particular bloc or faction. 
The vote should be cast FOR a candidate and 
not AGAIN^ the isminee. £[-§i

"PEOPLE IN GLASS HOUSES, ..V 
In view of the comments which 
followed the address of tho Hon. 
Ian Mackenzie at McGtll ten days 
ago, and the excellent pamphlet 
that the C.C.F. Club has felt the 
need to publish on liberalism wc of 
the Liberal Club have a few points 
to make. 

■ Firstly the Liberal club at McGill 
does not support the policy of the 
Government on the question ot the 
Japanese. We have consistently re- 
gistered, our disapproval with the 
unhealthy tendencies shown in 
such a policy. 

Secondly, the great majority of 
students do not seem to understand 
the position of cabinet ministers 
under our system of government. 
Decisions made in' the cabinet whe- 
ther an individual member per- 
sonally disapproves or not bind all 
tho members in cabinet solidarity. 
If a member feels so strongly that 
he cannot even allow his tacit con- 
sent he then offers his resignation. 

During question. periods cabinet 
ministers are extremely Interested 
to hear what views students have 
on different topics, but it is quite 
imposslbile tor them to make a 
categorical statement on many sub- 
jects because these Involve matters 
of government policy that no in- 
dividual member ot the govern- 
ment can decide. 

Thirdly the CC.F. seem to show 
an interesting lack of appreciation 
for the democratic system. Mr. 
Mackenzie and many other mem 
hers from B. C. stand for and Inl 
tlate policies that represent the 
will of the majority of their con- 
stituencies. There is a:i element of 
truth In the statement that anti- 
Japanese legislation has largely 
been for economic reasons, but 
then who are the Parlour Pinks to 
talk, when the core of their plat- 
form Is one of economic division 
and hate. 

The great success that the C.C.F. 
has had in keeping Its jealously 
hidden liberal principles so pure is 
due less to their own efforts then 



to the good sense ot the Canadian 
electorate. . . , • ,

He 
is Introduced by poetess Goose in 
the traditional role ot supplicant 
In the second line, added reality Is 
produced by the suggestion that 
his mind Is unhinged by passion- 
he goes completely off the deep 
end, promising his beloved that she 
need never fear dlshpan hands, 
that In fact one won't have to do 
any domestic chores at all. This 
mood of* mad impetuousity is sus- 
tained in the final couplet when 
the Lover, in^ tones of lofty mad- 
ness, vows to provide all manner 
of exotic and unobtainable delica- 
cies it only the object of his rash 
emotion .will surrender to him.

This awkward' , time also causes 
great Inconvenience to' the players 
as far as lectures arc concerned 
the Forum also retains the right to 
cancel the time allotted for tho 
convenience of Canadiens, the Ice 
Follies, or any other organizations 
likely to bring more profit to the 
Forum. 

Whereas the acquisition of the 
rink would be a great boom to our 
team and Incidentally help to de 
vclop talent among younger play' 
ers on secondary and interfaeulty 
teams, do not feel that it will not 
be at the disposal of all students 
of the University — the rink and 
auditorium with a seating capacity 
of 10,000 will at all times serve

I would like on " iehalf of 
the Dawson rugger squad to regis- 
ter a \'lgorous protest against the 
actions of the McGill rugger {quad 
in refusing to finish the three team 
schedule between McGill, West- 
mount-B.O,A,C. ai\d Dawson. 

Thrôugh our Athletics Depart- 
ment we were Informed that a 
three or four . team rugger league 
was to be operated, ond that Daw- 
son was to be accepted as one of 
the teams. Upon this assurance, Mr.. 
Editor, the boys at Dawson, at 
much personal sacrifice, and under 
most adverse circumstances, form- 
ed a team, and whipped themselves 
into condition for the forthcoming 
struggle. 

McGill played iU scheduled 
games with Westmount-B.O.A.C„ 
and then went on a trip to Toronto 
University, playing them a return 
game at Montreal. Dawson played 
Its games with Wcstmouht-B.O.A.C., 
and naturally expected to complete 
(he schedule with McGill. 
. When our coach, Mr. Venters 
went Into McGill to try to arrange 
the games, he was told by the hon- 
orary coach to see the manager, 
the manager said to see the cap- 
tain, the captain said he'd have to 
see the team, as they had put away 
all "their gear", (what "gear" may 
I ask, and since when Is gear put 
away before the completion of the 
schedule?) About the middle of the 
week our coach received a 'phone 
call saying they didn't know we 
had a. team, and a few more (eva- 
sive statements, all meaning that 
there will be no game. . ; 

Now Mr. Editor, it there were, no' 
league, surely the honorary coach,' 
the manager, the captain should, 
have known about it, and when we 
sought the games they could have 
denied (in spite of - their having 
played two games in it) that there 
was a lebgue. But no, there was no 
denial, instead our coach was given 
the "run around", and the tele- 
phoned reply was nothing more 
than a study in equivocation. 

From the foregoing happenings, 
it would appear that the McGill 
rugger squad merely wanted some 
practice in order to put them in 
shape for the game at Toronto; 
after this end was achieved noth- 
ing else mattered. 

The fact that McGill claimed the 
"Intercollegiate Championship", 
and the fact that Dawson has a 
claim to some consideration às part 
of McGill, though Important points, 
are not the main considerations. 
The point that the team resent is 
the fact that, UPON THE ASSUR- 
ANCE THAT THERE WOULD BE 
A LEAGUE, AND NATURALLLY 
THAT THE LEAGUE WOULD BE 
COMPLETED, THEY UNDER- 
WENT A LONG AND ARRDUOUS 
TRAINING SCHEDULE, ONLY IN 
THE END TO HAVE MCGILL RE- 
FUSE TO FINISH THE LEAGUE. 

We feel that explanation shotild 
be forthcoming from one of the 
multiple officers, who apparently, 
direct. the McGill rugger squad,' 
that will be a little more explicit 
than "we didn't "know you had a 
team", in spite of thé fact that we 
were in the league, aiid the very, 
same league In which ' they had 
completed a part of the schedule.

IsaaOk former editor -and founder 
spoke of the old days when the 
paper boasted seventy subscribers. 

The year previous to its Silver 
Jubilee the Xaverian contained 
more than seventy pages and ow- 
ing . to difficulties ilrû printing was 
rediiced'to' a!quartefiy. Until 1024 
when the Xaverian began to make 
its appearance weekly as a four 
page publication, it was more of a 
magazine than a News Paper al- 
though a list of campus events was 
chronologically published and 
written about In every edition. 

In 1929, under the guiding hand 
of J. 'Bernard Keating- the paper 
became and eight page Journal and 
remained so until 1946 when it 
reverted to a larger four page 
edition. Mr. Keatlng.did more than 
enlarge the paper however for he 
established it as an up and coming 
university campus chronicle voic- 
ing the opinions of the student 
body and giving last minute cov- 
erage on late happenings. 

The Literary "X" pln.>awardcd 
annually to members of the staff 
who have made valuable contribu- 
tions to the success of the paper, 
was first awarded to the staff of 
1922. Since then it has become one 
of the most coveted awards on the 
campus, second only to an Athletic 
Letter. ^ 

A' constitution, drawn up by the 
staff of. 1927 has happily been for- 
gotten. It provides for staff appoint- 
ments byiclani^elections, a system 



which loaded p^lper with a great 
amount oi^<^^ wood" and put the 
entire bufderTof getting the paper 
out each week on the. shoulders of 
two or three. Today members arc 
selected from written applications. 
The Managing Editor usually as- 
sumes Editorship after nomination 
by the staff. As Editor he then picks 
out his staff with the aid of the 
Faculty Advisor. 

■ Until 1043 the paper struggled 
uhder'un-co-operating staffs to a 
considerable extent but since this
